BUDAPEST, Dec, 30, (via London, 
Dec, 81.)—An assemblage of 1,500 Hun- 
gerian nobles witnessed the coronation 
of King Charles and Queen Zita today

rian event. No foreign princes were pres- 
ent except King Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
who attended in thecapacity of a Magyar 
magnate, which he is by birth.

Japanese Believe Germans: or 


American Navy Expansionists 
Started Alleged Canard.

TOKIO, Dec. 31,—Suppl nting the 
denial cabled to Tom New York TIMES 
last Friday by Foreign Minister Moto- 
no, Vice Foreign Minister Shidehara,

: On the return trip yesterday morning, 
| when he was alarmed by a break in

ing Raritan Bay, off the Staten Island 
shore, in the van of five of the eight 
a who ultimately made the home 
goal. . 

The missing of his motor became more 
pronounced and he looked aro nd tor a 
place to Vand. Near the water’s edge 
was what looked, from his distance, to 
be a long level sward and he had just 
decided to bring his,craft to earth there 
wken his. motor went dead entirely, 
leaving him more than a mile in the 
air with only his wits and the strength 
of the air-craft wings to get him out 
of his predicament. 

Volplaning toward the spot he had 
selected as a la:uding place, Coyle sud- 
denly discovered that .what the had 
thought was.sward were the tops of a 
clump of evergreen trees, and he swung 
his biplane out over the bay again, 
searching swiftly for another landing 
place. Coyle is an expert aviator, with 
a reputation for cou!ness and judg- 
ment, and he was able to keep well in 
the air until he came in sight of the 
smooth strip of beach skirting. Prince 
Bay, teward which he shot his craft, 

Not even his skill was equal to this 
task, however, and, when about thirty- 
five feet from shore, his biplane plunged 
into the water, tripped forward on its 
nose, smashed. one of the propeller 
blades, and then gradually ri ed it- 
self, with Coyle still strapped in his seat, 
somewhat white perhaps around the lips, 
but uninjured. 

His spectacular descent had been wit- 
nessed, among others, by Sterling Win- 
capaw, the owner of a garage and boat- 
house just off the beach. Wincapaw ran 
at top speed to a motor boat, and, with 
two employes, Jumped in and drove at 
full speed toward the biplane. They 
found the aviator, pale but smiling, sit- 
ting behind the steering wheel. The 
wind dashed ‘little flurries of spray into 
his face.

worse.”’ 

The garage owner attached a line to 
the biplane and towed it to’ shallow 
water, where Coyle jumped out and 
helped drag it ashore. The only dam-

SPLIT ON DAYLIGHT SAVING. 


Astronomical Society Committee Di- 


vided as to Value of Plan. 

The committee of the American 
Astronomical Society appointed Jast 
Wednesday to report ‘“‘in behalf of or- 
ganized astronomy” n the daylight 
saving plan last night turned in a re- 
gone. in which two of the ffve members 
avored the plan, two opposed it, and 
the fifth announced himself in favor of 
putting it into experimental operation. 
The two in favor were Professor Har- 
old Jacoby of Columbia University and 
Frank Schlésinger, director of the Alle- 
gheny Observatory; those opposed are 
Edward, C. Pickering, director of Har- 
vard Observatory and President of the 
association, and Professor Henry Norris 
Russell of Princeton; the more reserved 
member is Professor John M. Poor of 
Dartmouth The objections to .which 
the dissentient members subscribe are 
the following: 

(a) In all civilized countries the middle 
of the working day is not noon, but some- 
what later. Under the proposed plan it 
wou'd sometimes come before noon, and 
usually ‘‘earlier than the expertence of 
mankind appears to have justified.”’ ra 

(>) Artisans Who begin work early would 
have to get up in the dark, thus under- 
going serious inconveniences and at times 
using more instead of less light. . 

“(c) The setting back or -forward of all 
clocks an hour on two days in each year 
will involve inconvenience and. annoyance. 

(d) Not a single scientific society has 
supported it—a statement quoted from the 
scientific journal Nature. 

Professors Jacoby and _ Schlesinger, 
however, think that the change would 
be highly beneficial.

German U-Boat Surprised the 
Briardene in a Mist Near 
British Channel Entrance. 


SENT BOMBS BY SHIP’S BOAT 


These Were Placed in the Hold, 
Up by Another Steamer.

manders “in sinking British merchant- 
men was. relat by Captain Joseph 
Faulkner of Nova Scotia, formerly com- 
mander of the steamship Briardene, who 
arrived in New Yor 
Liverpool on the American liner St.

His vessel sailed from Bush Stores,

tons of general cargo for London and 
was sunk on Dec. 1 near.the Wolf Rock 
light, about eleven miles from land, 


His. crew of twenty-seven men_ were 
picked up by the Dutch steamship Luna, 
which had kept. company nearly all the 
voyage from New York with the Briar- 
dene, and were landed at Falmouth. 

“If the weather had been clear,” 
said Captain Faulkner, ‘‘ we should 
have seen the submarine and got away 
from her, because there were patrol 
vessels and destroyers all around us 
vee would have responded toanSOS 
call. 

“The submarine was painted. a bluish 
gray, and es she lay awash on the sea 
in a big western swell it was almost 
impossible to distinguish her in the -haze 
that hung over the water. I had left 
the bridge for a moment in charge of 
the second officer at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when a shot boomed on the 
starboard bow somewhere in the mist 
and passed ahead of the ship. ‘Two 
minutes later qa second shot whizzed 
over the fo’c's’le head. followed by a 
third, which also missed us, although 
by that time the Brrardene was broad- 
side on to the submarine.

Germany, 
in her offer, “ avoids mention " of the 
subject of “ penalties, reparation, and 
guarantees.” The inference is unmis- 
takable that when she is ready to talk 
about that sybject the Allies will be 
ready, too. Arid talk about it’ she 
must; she cannot have peace unless

MEXICAN COMPLICATIONS. 

No wonder army officerg ere urging 
the President to recall the 12,000 
American troops now in Mexico and 
piace them along the frontier. Ac- 
cording to authentic advices ‘the sitn- 
ation in Mexico has changed entirely 
since General PEeRsHING crossed the 
border in pursuit of Vita, The only 
Visible antagonists of CaRRANzA then 
were the Villistas, for the Zapatistas 
‘were momentarily quiet; there were 
comparatively \ few Villistas. Now 
there are organized movements against 
the de facto Government in the south 
and east, while VILLA has become 
much stronger in the north. We sent 
in troops to help CaRBanza capture 
bandits. who were fighting him and 
had murdered and robbed American 
citizens on our side of the lipe.. Cak- 
RANZA never thanked us for the aid, 
and twice his men have fired’ upon 
ours, gilling some of our soldiers. 

With Carranza actively opposing 
the pursuit of VitLa, General PERSH- 
ING could not hope to accomplish his 
object. With Vita acting in common 
with Ropies, Fetrx Diaz, MANUEL 
PALAEz, and thg CEDILLOS in a com- 
mon movement against CARRANZA, pre- 
sumably backed by millions: of Mex- 
icans, it is not for us to oppose him. 
We have a grim account witb him 
which must be settled some day. But 
General PERSHING is not in Mexico to 
make war on any Mexican political 
party or combination of parties; or to 
suppress any Mexican revolution. So 
that the time is at hand for him to re- 
turn to the United States.

GOLD AND IRON. 

Current comment is mych occupied 
with the flood of gold. Less is said 
of something more significant—the 
outward flood of iron. In 191@ the 
imports of gold were $657,000,000. 
The exports of iron were $865,000, 000. 
In 1015 the relation of those items 
was reversed, ‘The imports of gold 
then exceeded the exports of iron, the 
growth of imports of gid having been 
roughly only @ half, while the exports 
of iron have more than doubled. In 
fact, it may be doubted whether the 
imports of gold would have increased 
in 1916 by $206,000,000 if the exports 
of iron had not increased by $477,- 

The significance of these contrasts 
is that iron is the primary metal, not 
gold. Whoever has iron commands 
gold,’ whether in. war or in peace. 
Gold for the most part is used only 


‘by being parted with. One of our lead- 


ing bankers within a few days Has 
challenged opinion by declaring that 
the value of gold wag psychologic, 
since it could not be put into daily 
u Gold not being consymed con- 

tly increases in volume, and, 
since modern ,methods make it the 
basis of credit for several times its 
value, there is a constant tendency 
ta cheapen gold by increasing the 
volume of currency, With all de- 
auctions allowed for, it is a signif- 
icant fact that more gold has been 
imported during the war than during 
the decade before the war, We have 
imported more gold in some single 
months than. in entire years. Since 
1904 we have doubled our gold, and 
increased it 40 per cent. during the 
war. It is necessary to give serious 
thought tq the effect upon our fabric 
of prices, considering the fact that 
the world since the war has pro- 
vided itself witha substitute in the 
form of ten billions of ‘note issues, to 
which the United States has contrib- 
uted less than a billion. Never was 
there a stronger contrast in the use 
of gold and paper moneys. 

Contrast on the other hand the 
statement by Mr. ScHwaB the other 
day that the United §tates in the 
year just ended had consumed forty 
million tons of iron and steel, which 
it produced itself. It is as memorable 
a fact-as the imports of gold, per- 
haps more 80. The -history of the 
world shows that mastery Mes with 
other metals than gold. Gold mastery 
lies with traders, bankers, financiers, 
Bronze was*the first ‘master metal, 
and those who used it easily van- 
quished those who cultivated the 
earth with wooden implements. In 
that stage of civilization bronze was 
@ precious metal, Iron was the next 
precious metal, so long as it was 
produced only in quantities sufficient 
to tip spears, or to encase warriors, 
and again the course of world em- 
pire was changed, It is character- 
istic that the northern barberians al- 
ways have led the world in the war 
uses of iron and steel. Tt ia char- 
apteristic of Americans that they 
have led in adapting the metal to the 
uses of peace. That seems singular 


purposes of war. The fact remaina,

The world knows 
that they have fought with our iron 
and our weapons, to some extent, and 
that in equipping them to fight we 
have surpassed them ig that leading 
item of preparedness. The world has 
learned that it is not enough to have 
men and money—we have both—but 
that it is more n to have iron 
than gold, and 9 rareageal have both. 
The world knows that, as it used to 
be. said of armies, nations fight on 
their stomachs, and in that respect 
we are better equipped than any 
other country. We are able to feed 
alien soldiers with breadstuffs by the 
billion because we know how to use 
iron tools on the farms. If the war 
after the war is to be commercial our 
ability in agricultural. machinery, 
ships, railways, warehouses, shops,- 
attest that we are leaders in the arts 
of peace, Too much gold marks 
decadence. There never- yet was a 
country which had too much iron in 
either peace or war.

THE SOCIALIST’S IDEAL. 

From his new viewpoint outside 
the machine an ejected member of the 
Socialist Party looks on it with a new 
air of detachment and pronounces that 
there is no idealism left’in it. “ Aga 
fact,” he says, “ the Socialists, instead 
“ of preventing war, have just made it 


“ more terrible. Germany has been go. 


“ efficient simply because she has had 
“State socialism, and England and 
“ France are getting efficient because 
‘they are adopting it too. We in- 
“ternationalists stand out against all 
“ that.” 

The old story of the dream and the 
fact. Every reform or change be- 
lieved to be reform has been str- 
rounded with a cloud of illusion, Men 
have been asked to support it, not 
because it was a reform, but because 
it was.a panacea, a way to the mil- 
lennium. When the reform has been 
made the world may have been 
changed, but not cured. The intro- 
duction of democratic government, 
the introduction of the modern indus- 
trial system, all were to abolish pov- 
erty, crime, and suffering, and the 
same belief has been entertained even 
about such prosaic things as tariff 
changes. If socialism were proposed 
simply as a means of increasing \ef- 
ficiency and bringing. about a more 
orderly a&trangement. of industry, it 
would leave its hearers cold, but the 
millennium is tacked on’ to it, and 
the long aspiration of man toward the 
ideal brings flocks of believers and 
warriors to its standard, 

Socialism may some tithe come 


jabout or may mot. If it ever does, the 
‘hopes .of. the ‘believers will be disap~*% 


pointed; there will be no new heaven 
and earth. If it comes about, it will 
be as a means of industrial. efficiency. 
Under its sway the strong will still be 
uppermost, the weak still under. If 
it comes about, it will come about 
just in the way deplored by this ex-Bo- 
cialist—through the discovery by the 
strong that certain of its features may 
be adapted te the uses of government 
with advantage to efficiency. The re- 
sult will be greater surety and se- 
curity to the strong, not less, The 
industrial revolution, which was to 
emancipate man, is now cursed by the 
idealists under the name of “ the cap- 
italistic system,” and so will social- 
ism be cursed by the reformers under 
its sway, if that sway ever comes. 
The approaches to it made by Ger- 
many and her unwilling imitators 
bring us no nearer the Lost Paradise: 
if to any ideal, only to the modern 
ideal of economy and efficiency. “Ah, 
‘but wait until socialism comes in 
“all its glory, administered by those 
“who believe in it.” No reform ever 
came about in the pretise shape 
formulated by its apostles; and when, 
if ever, socialism comes about, the 
men who dreamed and toiled and suf- 
fered for it will not recognize it.

GERMAN PEOPLE’S VIEWS. 


An Estimate of Their Feeling About 
the Allies’ Terms. 


New York, Dec, 80, 1916. . 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial of-the 29th in which 
you discuss the peace outlook impresses 
me as being so illogical that I have de- 
cided to point out to you wherein your 
reasoning is at fault. I take exception 
mainly to the following sentence, which 
I quote from your afticle; ‘In stating 
their demands the Allies can dispel the 
German. delusion, they can let in the 
light, they can bring to their aid the 
powerful reinforcement of a popular de- 
mand within the empire to know the real 
objects of the war." 

I can picture the people of Germany, 
in looking over some of the stated de- 
mands of the Allies, rising up in their 
just wrath and driving out the .blood- 
thirsty Hohenzollern breed, in order to 
accept with heartfelt thanks the truly 
magnanimous terms of their enemies. 
And then I can hear them heave a sigh 
of utter contentment at the bright and 
glorious prospect which the future 
would hold for them. I state only three 
of the admitted terms which the Allies 
intend to impose—terms frequently 
stated by influential statesmen of Eng- 
land, France, and Russia—and have at- 
tempted to outline rdughly the pleasant 
results thereof—for the people of Ger- 
many. 

Alsace-Lorraine must be returned to 
France: This territory contains over 
40 per cent, of Germany's coal and iron 
deposits, and its loss would seriously 
cripple her industries, Practically all of 
her potash deposits are in this section, 
the loss of which would weaken Ger- 
many agriculturally and economically, 
Not overlooking the military or defen- 
sive condition of Germany’s western 
border, which in the future would leave 
her at the mercy. of a (possibly) aggres- 
sive France. 

Poland must be returned to Russia: 
Leaving it to the whim of the most re- 
actionary Government in Europe to 
exert any direct pressure against a 
weakened Germany in the future. 
Hardly a conception of improvement in 
the “ freedom’’ of Germany's people, 
which woyld mean merely the freedom 
to accept Russia's dictation. Social and 
political progress in the world at large 
require that Russia, as at present con- 
stituted, shall be unable to stifle or 
hinder the-social and economic de- 
velopment of Germany, as the conse- 
quences would be patens to the progress 
of the world as a whole. <A Polish 
‘buffer ’’. State is as essential to the 
whole of western civilization as it is to 
Germany. 

Payment of indemnities in money to 
Belgium, France, and Russia, and 
possibly to: England in ships to replace 
submarined merchant vessels: Add to 
Germany's enormous war debts the addi- 
tional burden of great indemnities, and 
it would mean the impoverishment of 
that nation for the next hundred years 
er more, Surely this is a good reason 
why the German people should joyfully 
look forward to a peace on the allied 
terms, An indemnity in the shape of 
merchant ships would complete the de- 
struction of her economic life, and the 
German people could then look forward 
to an existence such as ig enjoyed by 
[the population of India or China, 

If the people pf Germany were idiots 
or imbeciles, these terms might be ac- 
ceptable, but I question very much 
whether any but @ nation: of lunatics 
could possibly: be influenced in the. di- 
réction of peace on any such basis as 
thet offered by the spokesmen of the 
allied Governments.

To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

Whenever the opponents of universal 
military training set forth their argu- 
ments they generally assure us that. 
compulsory service would Prussianize 
this country. The word has a hateful 
sound, and, therefore, they use it; but 
they invariably neglect to explain why 
a citizen army jg inherently. Prussian. 
Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, France are 
some of the nations that employ cons, 
scription in one form or another, Have 
they all been Prussianized? Our sym- 
pathies are much more with democratic 
France than with her imperial] invader, 
and certainly our form of government 
resembles more closely that of our ally 
of revolutionary days. Why not speak 
of Gallicizing this country? No Ameri- 
can of any standing has ever argued 
that we should adopt the Prussian mili- 
tary system. General Wood is one of 
the most convincing advocates of mili- 
tary service for Americans. He pro- 
poses 7 months’ intensive training for 
youths @f 19, with an additignal month 
when they arrive at the age of 21,_ In 
‘Germany the period of gervice’is two 
years, Any form of compulsory train- 
ing this country adopts will resemble 


Prussian system. If those who object 
to required military training. believe 
thet it will change the fabric of our 
Government, thén in all fairness they 
should speak of Helvetianizing America. 

As we know, compulsory military serv. 
ice is not peculiar to Prussia, What is 
essentially Prussian and what differen-~ 
tiates Germany from Switzerland, Italy, 
and France is the patent fact that in 
Germany the army controls the State, 
This is why German militarism is utterly 
different from English ‘‘ navalism,”’ to 
use a phrase of the German propaganda. 
On this point it is certainly fair to rely 
upon ‘the testimony of a Prussian, Hans 
Delbriick, Professor of History in the 
University of Berlin, and one of the best 
known publicists in the empire, Where, 
he asks, in the last analysis does the 
power of a State lie? In armed force? 
Accordingly; the question that deter- 
mines the character of a State is always 
this ; Whom does the army obey? In 
Frange and England, it bows to the will 
of the Parliamentary majority; in Ger- 
many, on the contrary, -it ebeys the 
Kaiser alone, The officers are the soul 
of any army, and German officers are 
personally bound to their sovereign as 
was the comitatus of a German chief- 
tain. Implicit obedience to their King 
is their greatest duty, This principle, 
he tells us, is at the foundation of the 
whole German system of government, 
This, then, is the essence of Prussian- 
ism—the supremacy of the army over all 
elective assemblies.

DR, HAMILTON W., MABIE DIES 


Author, Editor, and Friend of Col. 
Roosevelt Victim of Asthma Attack. 


Dr, Hamilton Wright Mabie died yes- 
terday morning at his home in Fernwood 
Road, Summit, N. J. He was 70 years 
old, and death was due to an attack of 
asthma, He had been in poor health for

. Mabie was associated editor of 
The Outlook, and a friend of Colonel 
Roosevelt. He was widely known as an 
author, He. was much honored on his 
peace mission to Teneo in 1913; under 
the auspices of the Carnegie Foundation 
for Peace, making more than eighty 
speeches in-Japan, at a time when there 
was much anti-American feeling there.

Prohibition Forces Offer Bill Gi 
Women a Voice Against Saloons. 


For the first time in the history of the 
temperance thovement the Prohibition 


Party, the Anti-Saloon League, and all 
other forces fighting to make New York 
‘dry ’’’ have agreed upon a legislative 
program. This accord finds expression 
in the Optional Prohibition emon- 
strance bill, the text of which was made 
public yesterday by the Anti-Saloon 
League. An important feature of the 
peygreerieere> bill is that it gives women 
= eau ual voice with men in determining 
Snot er a district-shall go dry. 
The bill proviaes that the regular reg- 
istration officials, on separate days and 
in separate books, shall .register as 
“liquor remonstrants ’’ all women who, 
in the matter of age, residence, and citi- 
zenship, comply with the requirements 
exacted of male electors. Then, if a 
remonstrance containing the names of 51 
per cent. of the combined registered men 
and registered women in any county, 
city, town, or village, or election dis- 
trict or group of adjoining election dis- 
tricts in any city of 50, or over, is 
filed with the. proper court, a day is 
fixed for a hearing.
